1. WE MADE ORAL DEMARCHE REF (B) TO DIRECTOR GENERAL 
FOREIGN MINISTRY TODAY, APRIL 30. TT .LANES TOOK CAREFUL 
NOTES AND SAID GOC RESPONSE WOULD REQUIRE DECISION BY JUNTA. 

2. AS ANTICIPATED REF (A), ILLANES NOTED THAT CHILE'S 
STRAITENED ECONOMIC CIRCUMSTANCES WOULD MAKE IT DIFFICULT 
FIND RESOURCES WITH WHICH TO RESETTLE SIGNIFICANT 
NUMBER REFUGEES. WE SUGGESTED GOC MAKE A DETERMINATION 
IN PRINCIPLE AS TO HOW MANY REFUGEES IT MIGHT BE WILLING 

TO ACCEPT INDEPENDENT OF ECONOMIC CONSTRAINTS. WE 
EXPLAINED IT MIGHT BE USEFUL TO PROCEED IN THIS WAY
